a. Report on the Aircraft Engine Plant (previously Plant No 29} 
in ZAPOROZHE confirmed previous information. 

b* ihe designation Plant No 478 is not confirmed. 11 w ever, 
since the afrorsft engine plant in OMSK was given the numerical 
designation No 29 after the transfer of the ZAPOROZHE Plant No 89, 
the reconstructed Plant in ZAPOROZHE must have been .riven a new 
Numerical desi^ation. Since it was mentioned in previous re- 
ports that the observed engines were similar to the BTvRV-8~l 
model and the presence of German BMW personnel was also repor- 
ted, the engines may have been a double-row radial engine of 
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
